a REACTION IS FEARED. 

Advocates of prohibition divided 
among themselves over the expediency 
of the step, some friends of the cause 
déclaring so drastic a law would have 
a reactionary effect. The roll call 
brought cheers and cries of bone dry 
from all parts of the house. 

The vote as officially announced was 
‘321 to 72, but a recheck of the roll 
changed it to 319 to 72. Party lines 
were completely broken down and nu- 
merous representatives from prohlbi- 
tion states were recorded in the nega- 
tive. So large a vote seldom is recorded 
on any measure. | 

A provision barring liquor advertise- 
ments from the mails in states that 
prohibit such advertising is included in 
the measure, Wien came before the 
house as a rider to the annua! postoffice 
appropriation bill, inserted by the senate 
last week on motion of Senator 
by a vote of 55 to 11. 


AS GOOD AS ENACTED. 

Although the appropriation bill will go 
to conference because the house dis- 
agreed to other senate amendments, 
there is little possibility that the pro- 
hibition amendment, concurred in with- 
out change, will be altered. Members 
ot congress are taking it for granted 
that President Wilson will approve it. 

The national legislative committee of 
the Anti-Saloon league issued a state- 
ment saying today’s action had cleared 
the decks " .or the national amendment. 

Distillers and whisky dealers, on the 
other hand, were vigorously opposed to 
this proposal. There are at this time, 
Representative Shirley of Kentucky de- 
clared during the debate, more than 
228,000,000 gallons of liquor in bond in 
the United States and 40 per cent of 
such liquor heretofore has been sold in 
partially dry territory. Under the 
amendment concurred in today all of 
this must be sold in absolutely wet ter- 
ritory, probably, he argued, at a great 
loss.

President Wilson is by instinct and habit an in, 
tellect which stands alone. He distrusts or dia- 
likes advice. He does not want the coercive com- 
panionsbip of minds which he must recognize as 
offering anything compelling upon his opinion. . 

It is within demonstrated fact that Mr. Wilson; 
who knows nothing of military affairs, directs the 
military operations of the smal] American army 
without advice from experts. For instance: 
Funston needed the assistance of a small body of 
the national guard for work on the Mexican bor- 
Ger. He wanted the select troops and asked for 
them. Mr. Wilson dumped the entire national 
guard upon him, giving him the unfit as well as 
the fairly fit. 

Punston did not want the task of training unfit 
soldiers. He wanted the best the United States 
could provide for a work he thought the United 
States had to do. President Wilson, ignoring the 
poliey of an expert, did what he considered wise.

The war zone in Europe is on exactly 
the same level as the cases outlined 
above. The seas are occupied by two 
gangs of international hoodlums, each 
bent on destroying the other. Any one 
entering the danger zone does so at his 
own risk. He has been fully warned 
and takes the same risk that he would 
if he ducked under the fire ropes near 
a burning building and was killed by a 
falling wall, or if he enters a quaran- 
tined building and contracts scarlet 
fever, smallpox, or any other contagious 
disease. | 

The only, ones entering the war zone 
are the officers and crews of ships who 
are tempted by double or quadruple pay 
to take a chance. The owners of ships 
and cargoes are sending them through 
the danger zone not to vindicate any 
rights they may have, but to reap the 
large profits that are now being made 
in the ocean carrying trade.
